iS'ow In Circulation. 


There is a new $2 counterfeit bill in 
circulation. 


It id of series 1891,'check letter B; J. 


Fount Tillman, register; D. N. Morgan, 
treasurer; McPherson portrait. 


The note is a trifle smaller than the 


genuine and is printed cm very soft flim- 
sy paper. Tho numbering is poor, both 
as to formation and color, being almost 
brown or chocolate instead of carmine. 


The seal is about one-sixteenth of an 


inch smaller than the genuine and ia a 
dull, dark, faded red instead of a bright 
pink. 


In the portrait of McPherson the hair 


and -whiskers are almost wholly repre- 
sented by solid black color, with the ex- 
ception of a few scratchy lines above the 
forehead, instead of having a neatly 
brushed appearance. In the counterfeit 
also the whiskers are trimmed evenly 
all round, showing the white collar be- 
low, while in the genuine a small part of 
the white collar and the coat collar are 
hid by the whiskers, which are unevenly 
trimmed. 


Two points of a second star can be dis- 


tinctly seen in tho left shoulder strap on 
the genuine, but in the counterfeit this 
appears as the white border of the shoul- 
der strap. 


The small words "two" which appear 


in tw- places in the figure 2. lower 
right hand corner on the face of the gen- 
nine, are not to be found on the counter- 
feit. 


The lathe work on the face of this 


counterfeit is well executed, but"on the 
back of the note it is much broken and 
disconnected. 


The letter o in the word "two," lower 


right corner back oC the note, is poorly 
formed. 


The distributed siik to be found in the 


genuine paper is represented in this coun- 
terfeit by splitting the paper and tracing 
the irregular creases of same with red 
ink. 


Taking the note as a whole, it is a very

STAMP COLLECTING MANIA. 


Men of Knnlt Wiio. ir« Collectors and Some 


V.ilu.ible l-jtockt, Tn England. 


Some remarkable particulars respect- 


ing this peculiar ff rru of the madness of 
ciowd-3 is ghcri ln The British Fort- 
nightly by Sir. W. Roberts. In Eugland 
tho craze has some very distinguished 
patrons. The president and vice presi- 
dent of the Philatelic society respectively 
arc the Dulte of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha and 
the Duke of York, while its ordinary list 
of members includes one prince and two 
earls 
In London lust season no less 


than from £13.000 to £20,000 worth of 
stamps were sold by throe or four auc- 
tioneers, One hundred dud nine mem- 
bers of the society have in their posses- 
sion no fewer than 825,000 st;iinps. 


The value of cue collection was placed 


at £10,000, a .second at £6,000, two at 
£0,000, two at £4,000, eight at amounts 
varying from £1,300 to £3,000 each and 
ten at £1,000 each 
The estimated value 


of collections of members of the society 
resident out of Great Britain is placed 
at £100,000, a total which cannot include 
the enormous collection of Herr Philip 
von Ferrary of Paris, which in itself ia 
certainly not worth less than £100,000. 


The Tapling collection, in the British 


musenra, is supposed to rank second to 
that of Herr Ferrary and is said to be 
worth £60,000. The czar of Russia has 
a fine collection, valued at about £30,- 
OCO. Of individual stamps the most val- 
uable are the 1 penny and 2 penny "Post- 
office, Mauritius," of the first issue, 
which npppared in September, 1847, and 
which have changed hands at £680. A 
Britibh Grniana stamp comes next at 
i'2oO. A Sandwich Island specimen io 
'aid to be worth £200. As regards Eng- 
lish stamps, the penny black, with the 
initials "V. R." in the corner,, is the 
most valuable. 
Twenty years ago it 


was appraised at £2; now it will fetch 
five times that amount. It seems that 
the mania of btamp collecting originated 
in Belgium and reached England some 
tiino in the late fifties. Mr. Roberts 
thinks that the dozen or BO of rarities in 
stamps will soon be absorbed by public 
institutions, and mediocrity becoming 
the bane of collections the craze will 
gradually die out.

A 1JUFJ.EX PLATFORM. 


The draft of the platform proposed 


to the Republican State Convention of 
California sent out from Sacramento 
contained a plank favoring the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
As a declaration of this character 
from a Republican representative body 
was phenomenal the people of Nevada 
rejoiced that the seed which they bad 
sown in the sage brash had been borne 
by the winds over the snow-capped 
Bierra and taken root in California, 
The glud tidings that the Republicans 
of California had declared their inde- 
pendence of the gold-governed Wall 
Street combination was flashed on 
lightning's wings to the east. The 
Chicago Tribune which, like its New 
York namesake, voices the sentiments 
of the high priests of Republicanismf 
declined to credit the report that u, 
Republican convention had declared 
for the free coinage of silver at the his- 
torical American ratio. It said the 
plank is the height of financial folly 
and in direct conflict with the cur- 
rency doctrine laid down in the Repub- 
lican National platform formulated at 
Minneapolis, and is the substitution of 
the Populist platform on silver. Now 
the California papers, whether moved 
to do so by the severe reprimand of 
the gold bug sheets of the east or to 
confuse the public as to what the 
Republican State Convention did say 
on the silver and 
other questiore), 


states that a very serious blunder was 
made in publishing what purported to 
bo the Republican State 
platform. 


What was sent out was a rough draft 
of a platform submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Platform and Resolutions 
for 
consideration. That 
committee 


struck out several paragraphs and 
adopted several new ones changing the 
whole tone and character of the plat- 
form. This gives the party opportun- 
ity to suit the sentiments of individ- 
uals and localities. When a gold bug 
objects to the silver plank his fears 
cnn bo allayed by the assurance thut 
he saw the rough draft of the platform 
before the committee changed its tone 
and character, and when a silver man 
objects to the revised platform a copy 
of the "rough draft" will be used to 
endeavor to convince him that the 
Republican party is in favor of free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 3. 


This duplex platform is probably the 


device of Colonel Burns, who controlled 
the convention and named the candi- 
dates in every instance but one. It 
shows inventive genius, but though 
calculated to deceive the unwary it is 
not probable that it will affect more 
than a few thousand votes in Califor- 
nia. The genuine silver man will not 
support either wing of the Wall Strett 
combine. He knows from experience 
that neither is in favor of the remone- 
tization of silver. He is aware that n 
Republican administration opposed a 
free coinage bill two or three years ago 
end that a Democratic administration 
is opposed to free coinage to-day. He 
knows that a party which gives nine- 
tenths of its votes in Congress against 
silver should not receive the support 
of any citizen who places the prosper- 
ity of the country above party ascen- 
dancy, and he cannot be deceived by 
double barreled declarations.

Discussing tha Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, Jane 2a—In the Senate 


to-day Call offered a resolution provid- 
ing for a committee of Senators to in- 
vestigate the election and control of 
Senat ors and Representatives by cor- 
porations. Sherman said he was will- 
ing that an investigation should be al- 
lowed as far as Florida was concerned, 
but did not think it was jast to in- 
clude the whole country. The resolu- 
tions went over and the tariff bill was 
taken op. 


Hill said that yesterday would be- 


come known in history as Populist 
Day, alluding to the speeches of 
Mitchell and Allen. He said th&t no 
attempt had been mode to repeal the 
State Bank tax or enact free coinage 
in this bill, both of which are con- 
sidered part of the Democratic plat- 
form, while especial efforts had been 
made outside the platform to incor- 
porate the income tax in the bill. No 
other system of taxation opened such a 
broad field for fraud and evasion and 
none offered such temptations.

Then Hill 
offered an amendment limiting ex- 
emption to incomes of less than $3,000. 
Lost—6 to 33. 


Hill's motion for a limit of $2,500 was 


lost—26 to 38. 


Hill moved to make the limit of e 


emption $1,000. Lost—18 to 35. 


On Hill's amendment to change the 


date when the income tax provision 
shall go into effect from January 1, 
1895, to January 1, 1896, and the date of 
its expiration from 1900 to 1901, the 
yeas were 26, nays 41. 


The amendments offered to the in 


come tax clause by Hoar were defeated 
by a party vote. 


An Important Decision. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., June 23.—An im- 


portant ruling was made by Judge 
Riner in the United States Court in 
an insurance case. A company refused 
to pay the claim of Mrs. Qeorge B 
Henderson, whose husband was mur- 
dered in 1891 near Lander, on the 
grounds that the policy excepted death 
from intentional cause. It was shown 
that Henderson, who was manager of a 
cattle outfit, expected to be killed and 
took insurance especially to provide 
for his family in case of his meeting 
death by violence. He did not read 
his policy, but relied upon, the verbal 
statement of tl>e insurance agent that 
the policy was all right and the insur- 
ance would be paid should he be mur- 
dered. 


Judge Riuer rules that the agent's 


statement constituted a contract and 
that the policy shall be reformed ac- 
cordingly. 
The amount involved is 


$15,OOJ. 


Two Suicides. 


WHEATLAND, June 23.—Yesterday two 


residents of this place committed 
suicide. Hugo T. Kanoop used a can of 
squirrel poison and A. M. Wilson a 
rope. Kanoop was an erratic, but bard 
working, German. 
For some years 


past he has been employed in the hop 
yards hereabouts. Disgust, caused by 
the unsuccessful investment of his 
bard-earned 
money, is the reason 


ascribed for his suicide. 


A. M. Wilson was a Grand Army man, 


aged seventy-five years. In the civil 
war he was a private in Company K, 
Tenth Illinois Cavalry. He was draw- 
ing a pension of $16 a month. His rash 
act is attributed to a weak mind. He 
leaves a widow and one child. 


Favor Government Telegraph. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—A delegation 


of the International Typographical 
Union appeared before the House com- 
mittee to-day to advocate the Govern- 
ment telegraph. William McCabe of 
Washington was the spokesman. He 
urged that Government control of the 
telegraph lines would lead to the ea- 
tablisment of more newspapers, thereby 
giving more employment to printers 
now out of work.

LONDON, June 23.—4 dispatch to the 


Exchange Telegram Company from 
Paris says there have been sixty cases 
of cholera and fifteen deaths at Je- 
mappes, a village of Belgium. A dis- 
patch from Brussels, however, asserts 
the disease to be but cholerine and 
that the deaths reported cover a period 
of six months.

University, who left here lac* March for 
South Africa ui d<»r p-giu'ii^am .-• take 
charge of the concentrating ^epar* 
meat of the Primrose mill at Qermis- 
ton writes as follows to Dan Hutfaker:

FRIEND DAN:—I left New York on 


the 28th of March and arrived in 
Southampton on the 4th of April. I 
hud a very stormy voyage and I was 
seasick all the way. I was in England 
three days, and went up to London. 
I left Southampton on the 7th and ar- 
rived in Cap i) Town on the 30th of 
April. I left the same night for Jo- 
hannesburg and 
arrived there 67 


hours later. It is 1,014 miles and the 
first halt of the way is a barren, deso- 
lite country like Eastern Nevada; the 
rest is a rolling prairie aud well 
stocked. 


JOHANNESBURG 


Is on a plateau about 7,000 feet above 
sea level. It is a fine city with 60,000 
white and 23,003 native population. It 
has fina buildings and street railways, 
and all the modern improvements for a 
city of its size. 
This is a wonderful 


mining camp, being a continuous string 
of mines and mills for forty miles. 
The New Primrose is one of the largest. 
It has a 100-stainp mill and a large 
cyanide works for the tailings. They 
put through five hundred tons of ore 
per day. 
They have just put in six 


frue vanners to experiment on concen- 
trating the tailings. 
I have charge of 


them. It it is successful they are going 
to put in a large concentrating plant, 
the cyanide process being too expen- 
sive. 
They work 2,503 Kafirs and 100 


wtute men. The Kafirs get from $17 to 
$20 per month and board, and the white 
men average about $100 per month and 
board themselves, which costs about $1 
per dav. 
I get $15) per month, and 


p.iy $7 53 par week for board. Clothes 
are as cheap here as they are in the 
States. 


There are a great many people com- 


ing to this country and consequently 
there are a great many out of employ- 
meat, hut most of them are men with- 
out a trade, business or profession, and 
so are the same as constitute the great 
army of unemployed of any rountry. 


Give my best regards to all the folks 


and tell them South Africa is quite a 
civilized place for all that Stanley calls 
it "The Dark Coutinent."

THOMAS MAST OF LONDON.

n»e Remarkable Career Tluit the Once 


Great Cartoonist tlxA In TbJ* Country. 
The news that Thomas Nast has gond 


to making political cartoons on the Pall 
Mall Gazette in London caused a ripple 
of astonishment -wherever artists gather 
In this town. The career that be thus 
brings to a close in America has indeed 
been a very remarkable one. About 
Nast's origin and early life very little 
has been inaJe jjublie, bnt it has always 
been gossiped among the artists that he 
Is partly Italian, German and Jewisb, 
and that before be came to America ho 
was -with Garibaldi in that patriot's 
army. As an artist he first went to work 
for Frank Leslie in this city. The most 
Important work he did for him is said to 
have been the Heeuan-Sayers fight in 
England. Soon afterward he began work 
upon Harper's Weekly. He did not at 
once develop the gift which made him 
the most talked of artist and the most 
powerful cartoonist in America. But 
from the first he made cartoons and lit- 
tle else. They were not humorous at 
the start, but, the year being 1864, were 
upon war subjects and were patriotic 
and sentimental. 


Toward the close of that year, when 


McClellan was nominated for president 
by the Democrats, Nast began his polit- 
ical work, which ended brilliantly in 
1871, when he began his attacks on Wil- 
liam M. Tweed. Most of his work up 
to and at that time was drawn with pen 
or pencil directly upon the wooden 
blocks which were to be carved out into 
wood cuts afterward. He did a part of 
his work with india ink "wash" on the 
wood in the same way. 
He parted with 


tho Harpers later, owing, it was said, to 
difference of political opinion, but re- 
turned to The Weekly after a long ab- 
sence at a salary that was considered re- 
markable. Some said that he got $15,- 
000 a year, and some said that the figure 
was $ 10,000. But bis star had declined. 
Keppler had filled the field and .with 
merits that Nast never had. Keppler 
had no limitations or fetters. He was 
an absolute free lance, his sense of hu- 
mor was broader and his power of satire 
was keener. Moreover, he made artistic 
pictures, enhanced by the use of gay col- 
ors. Nast could not recover his old place 
as the chief of our cartoonists. He had 
made a greai. deal of money, but it was 
said that ho lost most of it. He went 
into a western mining venture and spec- 
ulated in other ways without success. 
He took up newspaper work last of all, 
but it was evident that in every field he 
had been distanced by those who had 
the artistic faculty supplemented by ar- 
tistic training. Nast never had either. 
He drew very clumsily and crudely. 


Had ho been able to keep pace with tho 


artistic progress of the country, or had 
he stopped work in 1872, his fame would 
have been splendid. During the closing 
year of the war he was more detested in 
the south than tha most rabid abolition- 
ist in Boston, und in the same measure 
he was idolized in the north. The Union 
League club of this city gave him a pres- 
ent of plate for what he did to glorify 
patriotism and the northern cause. 
When he fought Tweed with his pencil, 
it was reported that his life was threat- 
ened and that great bribes were offered 
to him. 
Tweed was reported to have 


said that Nast's pictures worried him 
more than all that was written by his 
opponents. 
Mr. Nast lived well in a pretty sub- 


urban home and had many warm friends 
around him. His personal popularity 
was very great all over the country. His 
lecture trips, when he gave blackboard 
talks all over the country, made him well 
known in even the smaller cities, and 
travelers say that today there is scarcely 
a clubhouse between this city and the 
Pacific coast wherein the visitor will not 
see Thomas Nast's bearded face drawn 
by himself, framed and in a place of 
honor. It was his ability to express a 
popular sentiment in a picture that gave 
him his vogue. Whether be can remodel 
his mind to hit the English taste remains 
to be seen.—New York Sun.

Henry Spencer, a Colorado miner, ia 


fitting out a small naphtha launch for a 
novel prospecting tour. He intends to 
work the bottom of the Sacramento river 
above Redding, and he is confident that 
his venture will prove successful. The 
launch ia 40 feet long and is propelled 
with an eight horsepower engine. In 
the bow of the boat he has placed a pe- 
culiar pump, which was constructed 
from MB own design. The pump will be 
operated by the engine, and it is calcu- 
lated to suck up the mud from the bot- 
tom of the river and throw it on a sluice 
which runs the full length of the boat 
above the cabin and extends far enough 
over the siern to throw all the refuse 
back into the river. The pump is pow- 
erful enoxigh to suck up a good many 
cubic yards a day, just how many the 
inventor could not say, but he expected 
that by running at full speed it should 
be somewhere near 1,000. If the new 
mining apparatus saved half the gold 
from half that amount of earth from the 
bed of the river near Bedding, it should 
be a paying venture, say several miners 
who know the country, and they are 
watching Mr. Spencer's mining enter- 
prise verv closelv.—San Francisco Ex- 
Alucrlcnus Abroad.

An easel in the parlor of Ed son H, 


?ierce's residence on San Joaquin street, 
Between Worth and Anderson, ha8 
sproxited. Fonr thrifty little shoots, each 
a few inches long, have'forced their way
